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STATEMENT 


OF THE GOVERNMENT OF THE DEMOCRATIC PEOPLE'S 
REPUBLIC OF KOREA 


The Government of the Democratic People’s Republic of Korea issued on Novem- 
ber 23 a statement in support of the statement of the Government of the Chinese Peo- 
ple’s Republic on the Sino-Indian bounday question. 


The statement reads in full: 


The Government of the Chinese People’s 
Republic issued on November 21, 1962, an 
important statement for a peaceful solution 
of the Sino-Indian boundary dispute. 

In the statement the Government of the 
Chinese People’s Republic proclaimed thal 
in order to promote the realisation of the 
three proposals made to the Indian side on 
October 24 for the purpose of peacefully 
solving the boundary dispute which was 
caused by the intrusions and provocations 
of the Indian side, the Chinese frontier 
guards would cease fire all along the bor- 
derline between China and India from zero 
hour, November 22, 1962, and withdraw on 
its own initiative from December 1, 1962, 
twenty kilometres from the line of actual 
control existing between China and India on 
November 7, 1959. 

Along with this, the Government of the 
Chinese People’s Republic made proposals 
on holding talks of official representatives 
in border areas and on starting talks of the 
Premiers of the two countries. 


The Government of the Democratic Peo- 
ple’s Republic of Korea fully supports and 
welcomes this peaceful initiative of the Gov- 


ernment of the Chinese People’s Republic 


for the peaceful settlement of the Sino-In- 
dian boundary question. 


The recent measures of the Government of 
the Chinese People’s Republic once again 
clearly show the people of the whole world 
the earnest desire and sincere stand of the 
Government of the Chinese People’s Repub- 
lic for solving the Sino-Indian border issue 
in a peaceful way. 

This is a clear demonstration of the peace- 
ful policy of the Chinese People’s Republic 
which prizes not only the fundamental in- 
terests of the Chinese and Indian peoples 
but also the interests of the Asian people 
and world peace. 

As is known, the Sino-Indian border ques- 
tion is a leftover of the aggressive policy of 
the imperialists against China and India 
and is an outstanding question left by his- 
tory. 

The Government of the Chinese People’s 
Republic has consistently made every 
sincere effort for the peaceful solution of 
this pending question. 

The Indian Government, however, has 
turned down the reasonable and fair propo- 
sals of the Government of the Chinese Peo- 
ple’s Republic for averting conflict on the 
border line, stuck to armed conflict, and of 
late finally created a grave situation in the 
Sino-Indian border area by launching a 
large-scale, allout armed attack. 

Such an act on the part of the Indian Gov- 
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ernment runs counter, in the first place, to 
the interest of the Indian people themselves 
and to the interest of peace in Asia and the 
world and conforms only with the interest 
of the imperialists. 

True, the imperialists headed by U.S. im- 
perialism are today brewing all kinds of 
sinister machinations to use the Sino-Indian 
boundary dispute in the attainment of their 
aggressive aim. 


On October 24 the Government of the Chi- 
nese People’s Republic put forward three 
proposals for preventing the spread of the 
flames of the conflict and for the reasonable 
solution of the Sino-Indian border question. 


The Indian Government rejected these pro- 
posals of the Government of the Chinese 
People’s Republic as well and took the 
course of further expanding the border clash 
and aggravating the situation. 

Recently the Government of the Chinese 
People’s Republic enforced ceasefire on its 
own initiative and took voluntary measures 
for the withdrawal of its armed forces. This 
made a great contribution toward frustrat- 
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ing the machinations of the imperialists to 
exploit the Sino-Indian border question for 
their aggressive objective as well as toward 
safeguarding world peace. 

The Indian Government must accept the 
latest fair and just proposals of the Govern- 
ment of the Chinese People’s Republic. 

It depends entirely upon the attitude of 
the Indian Government whether or not the 
Sino-Indian border question will be peace- 
fully solved. 

The Sino-Indian border question must and 
can be solved by the two states, China and 
India, through peaceful means. 

The peace-loving people of the whole 
world are now watching closely the attitude 
of India. 

The Government of the Democratic Peo- 
ple’s Republic of Korea hopes that the In- 
dian Government will promptly comply with 
the recent proposals and measures of the 
Government of the Chinese People’s Repub- 
lic so that the border question can be solved 
peacefully in the Bandung spirit at the 
earliest date, and hopes that China and In- 
dia will become amicable neighbours.
